"determining wheter a canned reply is available or a canned reply to an originating device if the target device is unavailable and the 
canned reply is available. However, Barrus clearly teaches wherein each user has a profile defining the preferred method for delivery of 
the reply stored in the database. It is inherent that system of Barrus is determing whether a canned reply is available or a canned reply 
to an originating device if the targer device is unavailable and the canned reply is available, since the reply message has to be stored in 
the system by the user and the system has to retrieve the stored reply from the database (See col. 22, lines 60). Furthermore, Barrus 
teaches whrein the reply messages can be sent according to the preferences set by the user as the preferred method of notification . 
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
